THE WATER WOKKS. 


Tho water works proposition will b« 


tunauiered in dvio lima and In proper 
form. There la no disposition on tho 
purl of the city tuithorltlc.1 to doilge 
it; on the other hand, they prefer not 
to be pushed Into It before they are 
reudy, 


(.'fitter the Pennsylvania Constitu- 


tion aa amended It Is flow pomtblc for 
the city to buy the water works and 
issue mortgage bonds In payment of 
the same, such bonds not to count 
against the seven per centum limit ot 
Indebtedness. 


The first duly of the council Is to 


itdjusl tho troubled nuances of the 
city. This done It will have an oppor- 
tunity to take up the water riueatlon. 
tn this connection Inquiry should b« 
made into the status of present legal 
proceedings against (tip water com- 
puny, trie effect of the mortgage now 
of record against the water plant, the 
actual value of the property, and pos- 
sibly some other preliminary 
quo* 


tlons. 


There will also be the larger ques- 


tions (1) whether It Is good business 
to Invest locnl capital In the water 
plant, unit turn foreign capital nway, 
when It Is possible through the newly 
created Public Service Commission to 
have water rates regulated to reason- 
able and fait* proportions at any and 
all times on simple complaint ot tho 
cltUens or the council: and (3) wheth- 
er as a general proposition municipal 
ownership of the water plant Is wise. 
Municipal ownership Is alt right under 
honest and efftlcent municipal (jovorn 
ment. but tn the hands of local poll' 
Uclnns the water work? would tag .1 
snrry Investment. It Is the history of 
«mrh water plants that (half operation 
Is etpenslve and that they Invite all 
manner of petty graft from free water 
and soft jobs upward. 


The Courier's position en the water 


question has been sound and sen- 
sible, but much misrepresented.
